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Excitement  and  confusion  reigned  at  Framingham  High  School  on  September  7, 
in  '49,  as  hundreds  of  eager  and  bewildered  young  students  made  their  way  through 
the  maze  of  corridors  in  a  mad  rush  for  seals.  (Ha!  Ha!  Ha!)  The  eager  students  were 
no  doubt  those  high  and  mighty  juniors  and  seniors.  Not  altogether  committing  our- 
selves, just  let  us  say,  we  were  slightly  bewildered!  As  the  day  passed,  we  were  subject 
to  cynical  remarks,  one  for  instance,  the  three-syllable  word  uttered  in  that  unmistakably 
sarcastic  tone — "Sophomores" !  Could  it  be  possible  that  we  were  once  that  derided, 
groveling  rank  of  lowest  humanity?? 

It  was  not  long  after  dismissal  on  that  memorable  day  when  a  member  of  our 
class  displayed  that  his  athletic  abilities  were  a  match  for  any  of  those  of  the  upper- 
classmen.  He  was  our  Dick  Carter,  who  ran5  passed,  and  kicked  with  the  best  of  them 
at  football  practice  when  the  team  worked  out  (Or  should  I  say  "was  worked  out"?) 
at  the  Bowditch  Field.  These  athletic  abilities  didn't  terminate  with  football,  as  he  was 
tops  in  basketball,  baseball,  and  track  as  well. 

In  October  the  Senior-Soph  dance  was  put  on  by  the  Seniors  for  us  Sophomores. 
Then  and  there,  at  the  welcoming  party,  we  were  officially  accepted  as  members  of 
high  school  society.  Well  we  had  our  first  glimpse  of  what  a  wonderful  time  could  be 
had  in  high  school,  and  then  our  thoughts  turned  to  school  work  in  preparation  for 
those  dreaded  term  exams.  They  weren't  so  bad  after  all,  for  we  did  live  through  them. 

On  January  23,  1950,  we,  the  Class  of  '52  became  a  constituent  factor  in  the  work- 
ing of  our  school  government  when  the  newly  elected  homeroom  Student  Council 
representatives  were  sworn  in  by  the  president  in  the  "Chamber  of  Scholars,"  110. 
"Honest"  John  Montesi  was  chosen  by  our  representatives  to  be  the  sophomore  on  the 
executive  committee.  Now  we  were  really  on  our  way.  With  representation  in  the  govern- 
ment of  the  school,  we  could  organize  our  own  committees  and  in  every  way  provide 
our  class  with  what  was  necessary  in  making  it  an  important  part  of  the  school's  under- 
takings. 

Upon  returning  from  our  February  vacation  on  the  27th,  we  welcomed  the  dis- 
tinction of  being  the  last  sophomore  class  to  stand  while  eating  our  lunch,  for  the  new 
cafeteria  was  opened  on  that  date.  With  this  new  addition,  a  new  music  room  was  af- 
forded us  in  place  of  the  old  lunchroom. 

The  days  passed,  as  they  usually  do,  and  election  time  finally  rolled  around.  Many 
political  speeches  and  slogans  could  be  heard  throughout  the  school,  and  amid  the  excite- 
ment, campaign  promises  were  many.  When  the  smoke  had  cleared  from  this  memorable 
political  contest,  we  had  elected  John  Montesi  as  our  president;  Dick  Burke,  vice- 
president;  Judy  Buliung,  secretary;  and  Arthur  King,  treasurer.  With  class  officers 
elected,  marshals  placed  on  the  force,  and  representatives  in  Student  Council,  we  were 
headed  for  great  successes  in  the  years  to  come;  however,  we  deserved  a  vacation,  and 
since  it  was  quite  warm  in  June,  we  willingly  and  readily  accepted  the  rest. 

The  vacation  months  passed  quickly,  as  it  seems  they  always  do,  and  before  we 
knew  it,  another  school  year  had  begun.  We  felt  our  importance  in  being  on  the  first 
floor,  which  was  the  floor  of  activity.  As  the  middle  class,  often  called  the  committee 
class,  we  had  many  interesting  programs  ahead  of  us.  It  was  our  primary  purpose  as 
juniors  to  please  the  Seniors  and  make  their  last  year  at  school  one  that  they  would  al- 
ways remember.  We  not  only  aimed  to  please  the  Seniors,  but  also  helped  to  bring 
happiness  into  the  homes  of  the  poor  and  needy  by  our  very  successful  Christmas 
projects. 

The  February  vacation  breezed  by,  and  the  greatest  undertaking  of  our  social 
year  was  at  hand  —  the  Junior  Prom.  Busy  as  beavers,  our  various  committees  worked 
hard  under  the  guiding  hand  of  our  class  advisor,  Miss  Desire  Goldsmith,  to  make 
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the  prom  one  of  the  most  spectacular  and  widely  attended  affairs  of  its  kind  in  recent 
years. 

In  the  spring  a  young  man's  fancy  turns  to  love,  so  they  say,  but  instead  our 
thoughts  turned  to  elections.  Once  again  the  political  hum  could  be  heard  everywhere, 
and  colorful  posters  were  very  much  in  evidence.  Candidates  preparing  speeches,  slogan 
tags  being  worn,  campaign  managers  soliciting  votes  for  their  respective  candidates, 
and  a  general  hubub  of  excitement  filled  the  atmosphere.  Emerging  victoriously  from 
this  conflict  were  John  Montesi,  who  had  captured  his  second  term  as  our  president; 
AI  DeCristoforo,  vice-president;  Judy  Buliung,  secretary;  and  Joan  "Kelly"  Halliday, 
treasurer. 

The  athletic  achievement  of  the  year  was  the  setting  of  a  new  state  record  for  the 
hundred-yard  dash,  when  Dick  Carter  ran  it  in  10.4  seconds. 

That  June,  bidding  the  Seniors  a  fond  farewell,  we  took  control  of  the  shool  in 
the  remaining  few  days,  and  then  vacation,  a  grand  old  custom,  awaited  us. 

It  was  cool,  and  again  it  was  Septemper.  That  meant  we  were  seniors.  As  easily 
as  that,  we  became  the  supreme  class,  the  admired,  the  tallest,  well,  anyway — we  were 
seniors.  As  such  we  planned  the  Senior-Sophomore  Dance  welcoming  the  new  sopho- 
mores; this  successful  affair  had  the  best  attendance  in  many  a  high  school  year.  Our 
Student  Council,  with  its  crew  of  active  members  under  the  leadership  of  President 
"Holly"  Wagstaff,  gave  for  the  football  team's  benefit  the  ever  popular  annual  Foot- 
ball Dance,  but  this  time  breaking  the  rules  of  tradition  with  its  colorful  decorations 
and  brilliant  lighting  effect. 

Alas,  it  was  here  —  the  year  1952  —  the  year  in  which  we  were  to  be  the  gradu- 
ating class.  Hardly  had  it  begun  when  there  was  talk  of  electing  a  Good  Government 
Day  Representative,  who  would  represent  Framingham  High  School  at  the  State  House 
in  Boston  on  March  14.  Seniors,  juniors,  and  sophomores  alike  polled  their  votes 
in  favor  of  John  Montesi  as  their  representative. 

At  this  time  Pat  McLaughlin  was  chosen  by  her  class  and  the  faculty  to  attend 
the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  Convention  at  Boston  in  March. 

Marshal  Captain,  Al  DeCristoforo,  with  his  fellows  and  gals  continued  to  preserve 
law  and  order.  The  Student  Crier  won  much  acclaim  under  the  management  of  its 
co-editors,  Peggy  Nagle  and  Bob  Desley;  so  too  did  our  Philomath  under  the  capable 
direction  of  its  editor,  Bob  Cavanagh.  On  the  sports  scene  our  basketball  team  finished 
fourth  in  the  league  standing  with  a  very  noteworthy  season.  The  hockey,  baseball,  track, 
and  golf  teams  also  deserve  much  credit  for  their  fine  showing. 

On  January  31  and  February  1,  the  senior  play,  "Mother  Is  a  Freshman,"  co-starring 
Susie  Whiting  and  Bob  Cavanagh,  was  presented  before  a  record  crowd  at  Dennison 
Memorial  Hall.  Mary  Ann  Bugler  and  Bill  Dickson  contributed  much  also,  by  their 
fine  acting  ability,  to  the  success  of  this  great  play,  as  did  the  rest  of  the  cast.  Miss 
Alta  Estabrook,  director  of  this  stage  hit,  is  sure  to  win  the  Academy  Award  for  her 
achievement. 

Finally  spring  came,  and  it  was  indeed  a  welcome  sight  after  all  the  snow.  Since 
there  were  no  elections  for  us  this  year,  a  young  man's  fancy  did  turn  to  love  and  to 
finding  a  partner  for  the  Junior  Prom.  Having  made  our  choice  of  companions,  we 
sat  back  and  received  a  real  tribute  for  our  hard  work  at  school  when  the  Juniors  put 
on  for  us  the  unforgetable  Junior  Prom. 

Our  days  of  power  rapidly  passing,  we  met  on  Class  Night  to  recall  the  pleasant 
memories  of  our  high  school  careers  —  three  years  in  which  we  had  gained  unlimited 
knowledge  through  the  competant  instruction  of  our  splendid  teachers.
